Precautions sug­ 
gested to the banks include: 
1. Regular testing of all alarm 
aud safety devices. 
2. Limiting of cash iii 
tellers* 
cages to an absolute minimum 
.‘I. Careful observation of strang­ 
ers loitering on bauk property. 
4. Humiliation of routine proce­ 
dures which might help bandits plan 
a crime. 
Hoover emphasized that iii event 
of a robbery, a bank nhould notify 
tile FBI and local police immedi­ 
ately. 
He said hank employes should be 
trained to retain a physical descrip­ 
tion of bandits, to note their method 
of working including any peculiar 
techniques, aud to watch for the 
license numbers of getaway cars.

protect any physical evidence re­ 
maining at the scene of a robbery. 
Ho suggested that they might write 
down all impressions immediately 
after the event. 
The FRI lias sent the banks a 
poster outlining the jurisdiction of 
Hie FBI in bank robberies anil as­ 
sociated crimes. These are meant 
to Im placed in full view of the 
general public. 
Hoover commented: 
“Adequate preventive step*, often 
small iii themselves, could pay tre­ 
mendous dividends. 
"lf a robbery dims in cur, however. 
Hie cooperation of botb bauk em ­ 
ployes and ordinary citizens who 
might have been in or near the 
bank at Hie time of tile rohlicry 
is vitally needed 
‘'These individuals, if alert and 
knowing what action to take, eau 
materially assist the FBI.**
